Hatirax, October 18. |

Another r Rarthquake. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, October 18.

Nine-fenths of the cattle in Colo- 
rado, Wyoming or New Mexico are 
grazing upon the public domain. 
The proprietors of the animals own 
but a few of the many acres on which 
they feed their cows. Thousands of 
acres are fenced and shut away from 
the public. The Pecretary of the In 
terior has decided that this is illegal, 
but nevertheless it is done. Now, as 
it costs nothing for the pasture, let 
us see as to the profit. 

A two-year-old cow with a calf by 
her side can be booght for $30. 
properly cared for she will breed ten 
calves, including the one we have 
started with, ere she is 12 years of 
age—the time when she should go to 
the shambles. Now, with reasonable 
calculetions of animal. increase, at 
the end of ten years from the pur- 
chase we have a family of thirty 
avimals. Estimate ten of these 
to be worth $30 each, ten $20 
each, and ten $10 each, and we have 
a sum total of Make deductions 
of $200 for expense of herding and 
death risk, and we will still havea 
balance of $400. We are now making 
this calculation upon the basis of u 
herd of 200 cows as a starter, which 
will cost $6,000. At the end of ten 
years we heve been allowed $40,000 
fof expenses and death risks, and 
still have $80,000 left. The figures 
look large, we will admit, but facts 
and reasonable fortune will bear 
them ont, The cattle growing is 
simply a problem of compound inter- 
est compounded on a liberal scale, 
To those who may doubt that the in- 
crease is so great as our figures cal) 
for—as the proportion of nonpropa 
gating animals are equal to one-half 
of all that are born—we will say it is 
just as profitable to raise a male ani- 
mal as a female, and if, in computing 
the namber of cattle at the close of 
the ten years we have marked out. 
the numbers do not hold up to the 
calculation, then cast your eyes to 
the column of dollars and cents, and 
you will find that the result will fall 
not much shert of our figures. 

Another view of the profit in this 
business may be looked at in this 
wise: A calf at its birth is worth 85; 
at one year old it ie worth $15; at 
two it will bring $25; at three it is 
worth $35; and at majority —tay at 
four or five years of age— providing 
it isa steer, and of g size and 
shape, having plenty of flesh upon 
its bones. it will bring in the Chicago 
market from 360 to $75. Allowing 
$2 per year as the brute’s share of 
the herd expense, which would make 
bis cost account stand at $15, $60 is 
left aa the profit, providing he has 
brought the largest price possible.
